An Exciting Day in the Tennessee 
Mining Country. 


GOV. BUCHANAN TAKEN SUDDENLY ILL, 


And Cannot Go to Knorville as He Ex- 
pected To—The Surrender of the Guards 
and Militia at Oliver Springs. 


Knoxville, Teun., August 17.—(Special) 
The guards and twenty-eight state militia- 
men surrendered to the miners at Oliver 
Springs this morning at 7 o’clock. A few 
minutes before 7 o'clock Dr. Shelton, of 
Oliver Springs, who is the prison physi- 
cian, was sent by the miners to Warden 
Farris, who had charge of the stockade. 
Dr. Shelton told the warden that there 
were 2,000 miners, armed with ‘Vinches- 
ters aud dynamite, surrounding the stock- 
ade and all would be killed at once unless 
they ‘surrendered. Warden Farris at once 


said he would surrender, showing the great- | 


est fear. 

Major Candler, with tho twenty-seven 
men of the national guards of the state of 
Tennessee, refused to surrender. He said 
that his men had come to protect the prop- 
erty and convicts and they would not sur- 
render. Farris ordered his eighteen guards 
to march out the convicts two by two and 
miners. No protest of 
Major Candler’s had any effect, and the 
convicts were marched out and the block- 
house doors left open. The troops were 
thus left at the mercy of a mob, if one 
should come. They were on the regular 
morning inspection at the time, they had 
afl told only 500 rounds of ammunition, so 


they marched out and followed the convicts: 


and guards. 

For a mile after leaving the stockade not 
a soul was seen. They then came upon 
some 

Fifty to Seventy-Five Miners, 

who fell upon them and demanded their 
arms. The militiamen surrendered their 
guns, save a telegraph operator and Major 
Candler. They refused to surrender and 
made their escape nud joined the Chatta- 
nooga companies at iarriman about noon. 
These companies had never been able to 
get to Oliver Springs as the trainmen re 
fused to take them. 

The convicts were marched on down un- 
der the guards, who were given back their 
guns, to a station near Oliver Springs. 
Here the entire number of ninety-seven 
Were placed on cars and they, with the 
guards and miners, started to Knoxville. 
They reached Clinton about 11 a. m. There 
the. miners left, using one of the engines 
they had captured last night to take them 
to Coal Creek, ten miles north. The con- 
victa were kept there for some time and 
then brought to this city. They arrived 
here at 3 p. m., and soon after were trans- 
ferred from the coaches to the jail, where 
they were given supper. This was their 
first meal since dinner yesterday. Tonight 
they are held here awaiting the orders of 
the governor. It is expected that they will 
be taken to Nashville within a few hours. 

At 8 o'clock tonight the company of mili- 
tia reached the city. After they were dis- 
armed this morning by the miners they 
were told to “skip out.” They reached a 
railroad station where they remained until 
this afternoon. They complained bitterly 
of their treatment by the miners. They say 
they were robbed of their money, watches, 
arms and whatever else they had. They

A Startling report is current this after- 


noon to the effect that Governor Buchanan 


knew several days ago what the miners 
intended to do. He is now charged with 
being in accord with them. 

The indications are that the mob will 
have Uncle Sam after some of them. Act- 
ing on the order of United States Judge 
Jackson, Receivers Fink and Mctihee to- 
night give the press the following: 

REWARD.—By authority of the United 
States circuit court for the eastern district of 
Tennessee, in whose custody the property of 
the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia rall- 
way is, by virtue of an order appointing us 
receivers, a reward of $200 each is hereby or- 
fered for the proof which will establish in 
proceedings for contempt the guilt of six of 
the leaders who took an 9 possession of the 
engines and cars of the. t Tennessee, Vir- 
gina and Georgia raitway on its Walden'’s 
Ridge division on August 16th and 17th and 
who cut the wires of said rallway company at 
Chuton and Oliver Springs, Tenn., thereby 
preventing the runuing of trains and endan- 
gering life and property.

Today the governor ordered the sheriff 
of this county to summons a posse of five 
hundred men to go to Coal Creek. They 
were leading citizens and they assembled 
at the courthouse at 2 o'glock. There were 
no guns or ammunition them, so they 
were told to. disperse and assemble again 
at the ringing of the courthouse bell. The 
sheriff has called on the governor for in- 
structions but has received none up to 
8:30 o'clock p. m. It is a remarkable fact 
that a large majority of the men called by 
the sheriff responded. The lessees’ store 
at Olivers was pillaged and the stockade 
burned. Tonight a squad of miners came 
in on the Knoxville, Cumberland Gap and 
Louisville railroad from Middlesboro, Ky. 
They are en route to Coal Creek, where 
they say they will join their fellow miners 
and help wipe out the militia. 

The Situation Tonight 

is. simply this. The miners and all the 
mine region is in open rebellion. They are 
guilty of treason. All lovers of the Amer- 
ican flag and the good name of Tennessee 
are praying that something may be done 
to have United States troops. Governor 
Buchanan either will not or cannot do any- 
thing. 

The wires are in order along the rail- 
road to Jellito tonight, but no messages 
can be received or sent except on railroad 
business. ‘The miners have a committee 
at every office with an operator of their 
own who repeats everything to them which 
passes over the wires. It is known, how- 
ever that a large crowd of miners from 
points in Kentucky are en route to Goal 
Creek and will reach there tonight before 
midnight. ‘They are well armed and it is 
rumored they have a small cannon with 
them. At 11,0'clock no attack has been 


made on Fort Anderson, but there are hun- 


dreds of miners in the valley ntar the stock - 
ade aud around the depot... 

At midnight the miners at Coal Creek 
have received large reinforcements from 
Kentucky. At this hour, however, there 
has been no attack, It is gaining strong 
headway that Governor Buchanan bas to- 
night ordered General Anderson to with- 
ore his troops and come to Knoxville 
t is rumored that he has telegraphed the 
miners that he would withdraw the troops 
and convicts.

The Governor Gos Sick. 

Governor Buchanan fully intended kav 
ing for Coal Creek tonight and it was 
thought he had gone until a late hour, 
when word was sent to Adjutant Gen 
Norman that Governor Bucharan was se 
= ill. The governor is very bad off, 
indeed, and his physicians say that complete 
nervous .prostration has been can by 
the worry. He has not slept for several 
nights and corsiderable anxiety is felt for 
him. Governor Buchanan at midnight dic 
tated the following telegram: 

John G. Ivins, Knoxville, Tenn.—Intended, 
as agreed with Houk, to leave tonight at 9 
o’clock for Coal Creek, but 1 have been taken 
seriously ill. Cannot go Get word by some 
means to Bthe miners to whom Houk tele- 
egraphed this evening. I must execute the 
law, but if the miners will be patient a few 
days I have no doubt matters can be satis- 
factorily arranged according to law.

THE STORY FRUM CHATTANOOGA 


The Complications and the Situation in the 
Mining Kegions. 

Chatta a, Tenn., August 17,—(Spe 
cial.)— The Chattanooga contingent army

} At the latest information, they had 
reached Harriman, seventeen miles west of 
Oliver Springs. where they stopped for 
breakfast, and were expecting to go for 
wurd at any moment. The guards in the 
stockade were reinforced last night by the 
timely arrival of twenty-eight militiamen 
from Knoxville, after a ride full of excite 
ment and surrounded by unknown dangers 
en route. All sorts of rumors are current as 
to the number of miners who are ready to 
attack or are prepared for some new form 
of lawlessness. Various estimates are made 
of the number of these law-breakers, some 

the estimates running up into the thou 
sands, and the general opinion prevails that 
the woods are full of them.“ The number 
may Fe greatly exaggerated, but they doubt 
less have a reserve force which will number 
fully 20,000 resolute men, inured to hard- 
ship and fatigue, many of them veterans of 
the late War, and should they break out into 
open rebellion and defy the troops sent to 
que the disturbance, it will prove a very 
ifficult body of men to handle, familiar as 
they are with all. the mountain retreats, 
passes and by-paths. Conservative peopl: 
think they will hesitate to oppose the

Already 
expressions are common that the lease sys- 
ten: must go. Judge of 
this circuit. now holding court in 
Jasper, Marion county, near the scene of 
the Monday attack, has made a vigorous 
charge to the grand jury, summamed a posse 
and will ptt an effective quietus on the do 
ings of any more mobs in that district. 

n Anderson county, where the trouble 
new exists, the situation is entirely different 
as the courts are not in session, the com- 
munfty is largely in sympathy with the 
miners and the processes of law are not 
available. 

Judge Moon’s address to the grand jury 
of Marion county was a scathing one, full 
of fire and determination. Associated with 
him is Foster Brown, attorney general, and 
his aide, A. H. Trewhitt, and those three 
will stand like a stone wall not only to pre 
vent further depredation, but to 

bring Punishment onthe Heads 

of all the offenders. The sheriff, who {s 
in sympathy with the miners, will uot under 
any circumstances enfurce the law, and 
openly states that he will not serve war- 
rants on miners. Enough . deputies 
will be summoned to see that his efforts 
are not effective to nullify the law, Judge 
Moon himself signing the papers and be- 
coming the public prosecutor in his own 
name. 

Friends of the say that 
all trouble will subside 
as the miners are rid of 
convicts, but most citizens fear 
it will take the whole power of the state, 
and possibly the aid of the national goveri- 
ment, to quell the disturbances. 

Anderson county, the scene of the pres- 
ent and latest phase of the mine troubles, 
is bisected by the Clinch river, the south- 
ern side of the river being almost wholly 
agricultural and not greatly involved in the 
trouble. North of the river the coal field 
is in Wallens’ ridge, the southeastern face 
of the Cumberland. 

Most Conflicting and Sensational Rumors 


have been coming from the Andefson coun- 
ty district all day and it required some 
discrimination to select reliable or authen- 
tic rts from the wild statements. The 
Morning News reports the statement that 
the stockade at Oliver Springs has been 
reinforced by twenty-eight Knoxville mili- 
tia men, under command of Major Ohandler. 
The rds are v sore over the surren 
der, as they sa ey were tricked into 
surrender by a few men .whom they could

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NEW YORK IN ARMS, 


The State’s Soldiery Now Awaits Only 
the Governor's Orders. 


BUFFALO OFFICIALS ASK FOR TROOPS 


And They Will Probably Be Sent 
There at Once. 


SOME MORE SWITCHMEN GO OUT. 


While There Was Not Much Lawless 
ness Yesterday, More Trouble Is 
pected—A Soldier Killed. 


New York, August 17.—(Special.)—Just 
before sunset yesterday a message was 
clicked over the telegraph wires from 
the headquarters of the national. guard 
of the state at Albany to every armory 
in this city. It was a general order from 
Adjutant General Josiah H. Porter for 
every regiment in this city to put every 
member of its companies under arms and 
to hold them in readiness to proceed at 
once to the scene ef the switchmen's 
strike at Buffalo. Men were sent to the 
rifle rooms, and the clanking of bayonets 
and the rattle of small arms broke the 
silence of the big buildings. Messages 
were sent out to the soldiers of the regl- 
ments living near to report for duty with- 
out delay. The address books of each 
regiment were brought out, and soon the 
telephone bells were ringing all over the 
city to connect the men with their officers. 

Before 9 O clock, uniformed men crowd- 
ed the cars on the elevated railroads. 
They were not in unseemly haste. Their 
movements were like those of soldiers 
bent on serious business. When they 
reached the streets they went in double 
time to their armories, 

In the homes of the soldiers a different 
scene was enactéd, Most of them were 
men who have to work bard for a living. 
They parted from their wives or their 
parents and brothers and sisters with hope- 
ful words and encouraging smiles, but the 
wives and sisters felt that their relatives 
were going away to fight. 

Later in the Night 

the streets were alive with men in uniforms 
hurrying to their posts of duty. Meanwhile 
all New York lay asleep unconscious that 
thousands of their fellow citizens were 
armed and ready for serious fighting. 

At the crack Seventh’s armory Adju- 
tant Landon said the officers of the regi- 


ment had received orders about 6 o’clock 


from Adjutant Porter to hold themselves 
in readiness to go to Buffalo. All the cag 


their men ready at @ moment's notice. 
Several men of each company were ordered 
at the armory to act as messengers in case 
further dispatches were received from Al- 
4 calling the regiment to do active ser- 
vice, 

Lieutenant Colonel Smith, Adjutant Lan- 
don, Captain Palmer, Lieutenant Dewson 
and Captain Nesbitt remained at the ar- 
mory all the night awaiting further orders 
from either General Porter or Governor 
Flower. 

Colonel William Seward, of the Ninth 
regiment, was seen at his house, No. 2 
West Thirty-second street, just perfecting 
arrangements for a call. Said he: “I have 
notified all my officers to meet me early 
in the morning.” 

By 9 o’clock more than a hundred men 
had arrived at the Twelfth’s armory. A 
dispatch was sent to General Porter in- 
forming him of the progress. At 11 o’clock 
ro three hundred men had reported for 
uty. 

At the Twenty-second’s armory every 
sign portended war last night. A solemn- 
faced sentry stood guard at the door, and 
challenged every passerby without the 
countersign. The silent armory of the 
Twenty-second had been transformed into 
a bedlam within an hour, and the quiet 
young men of business who fill its ranks 
into serious-visaged men of war. 

“We could move with over 300 men right 
now,” said Lieutenant Colonel King, Af 
the order should come.

MORE SWITCHMEN 80 OUT. 


The Situation Grows More Alarming—The 
Days Developments. 


Buffalo, August 18.—(Special.)}—At half- 
ast 1 o'clock this Thursday morning, the 
ke Shore switchmen have just quit 
work. A gang of them said they had been 
ordered out, ard that the Lackawanna 
switchmen will follow them in less than half 
an hour. Seven switch engineers, in the 
South Buffalo yard, usually working at 
this hour, are idle. Telephone messages 
from the eleventh precinct state that 
men in forty-four East Buffalo Lake Shore: 
yards are also out. This is confirmed by 
other railroad men. 
The New York Central strikers number 150. 
About an equal number went out from the 
yards of the Lehigh Valley, Erie and Buf- 
falo Creek roads. The day switchmen on 
the West Shore road also struck today. 

A sergeant in the Sixty-fifth regiment? 
was accidentally shot today by the-gun of 
one of his men and died before reaching 
the hospital. There have been several cases 
of beat prostration among the troops, the 
heat being very great. Troops continue to 
arrive. All so far ordered here have report 
ed except one battalion. 

An Opportune Time. 

Whoever selected the time for beginning 
the present railway strike has shown gen- 
eralship of no mean order. It is the opening 
day of the fair and every railroad coming 
into the union depot had from one to five 
special excursion trains scheduled for the 
day. It requires five switch engines to make 
up passenger trains in the Exchange street 
station under ordinary circumstances and 
on oceasions like the present twice that num- 
ber would be required to handle the busi- 
ness, Troops are stationed along the tracks 
of the various lines. They are not yet ac. 
customed to the duty aud the ig of 
nervous wpprehension lest they may be 
obliged suddenly to kill men has not yet 
worn away.

On the great coal trestles and. on top of 
cars the strikers and others keep their look- 
outs and pass their sinals.

The Conservatives Score an 
Victory in the State Alliance, — 
COL, LIVINGSTON'’S SPLENDID WORK 


Swings * Organisation Into the 
Right Channels. 


HE OPENLY TALKS OF DIVIGION, 


And Says the Conservatives Will Never 
Consent to an Endorsement of the 
Third Party—The Day’s Work. 


Gainesville, Ga., August 17.—(Special.)— 
The alliance convention, storm swept and 
thoroughly shaken up by angry debate, has 
just adjourned for the night and goes to 
sleep at the wizard hour of midnight with 
some hope for happy dreams. 

It had been saved from disunion. 

The fight was certain to come and it 
came tonight between the third party people 
and the democrats or conservative mem- 
bers. | 
When the convention met this afternoon 
and reports of committees were in order, 
the committee in charge of The Southern 
Alliance Farmer made its report. This 
committee consists of Livingston, Calvin 
and Ellington, and Livingston 
and Calvin reported that the 
paper had been conducted, editorially, 
contrary to the constitution of the alliance 
in espousing the cause of the people’s party. 
They went to Editor Irwin and asked 
him to cease, but he refused to do it. El- 


lington endorsed Irwin's course, saying Lar- | 


ry Gantt ran the paper as a democratic 
organ and that turn about was fair play. 

A resolution was introduced, endorsing 
the course of Irwin with the paper, and 
proposing to adopt it as the official organ of 
the alliance for the coming year, also en- 
dorsing The National Economist. R. A. 
Kelly offered.a substitute as follows: 

Resolved, That the past course pursneéll. by 
The Southern Alliance Farmer be endorsed by 
the state alliance; that we earnestly ro- 
quest its editor to advocate the principles 
and purposes for which the alliance was or- 
ganized, and the education of the people in 
the principles of the order as outlined by the 
ritual and constitution” in a non-partisan 
spirit. — 

Colonel Searcy added the following amend- 
ment: “Provided that nothing in said reso- 
lution shall be an endorsement of any polit- 
ical party, but of the principles of the order 
proper.“ 

These measures brought the issue down 
to a question fairly and squarely whether 
the alliance shall endorse the third party 
or not.

Has Been Hard at Work Most of the Day. 
t Conferences Held 
Last Night. 


Albany, Ga., August 17.—(Special.)— 
Thus far matters are practically at a stand- 
still so far as the workings of the conven- 
tion are concerned until the committee on 
credentials can finish up and make its re- 
port. This committee is still in session. 
All the morning the delegates gathered in 
crowds on the streets eagerly discussing 
the situation, but nobody had any idea as 
to what would be done. Both the Russell 
and the Stevens clans held preliminary 
caucuses this morning and determined upon 
the course of action which they would 
pursue when the convention. met. 

The Convention Assembled. 

The delegates, together with a large crowd 
of citizens and visitors, assembled in Wil- 
lingham’s hall about 11 o’clock and at 
11:30 o’clock, after all commotion had sub- 
sided, the convention was called to order 
by Captain R. Hobbs, chairman of the 
district executive committee.

Gladstone Kisses the Queen’s Hand, 

The late parliamentary election was a 
splendid popular tribute to the statesman- 
ship of Gladstone. For the fourth time 
he stands at the head of the mightiest 
government of the world. While the ma- 
jority was smaller than was hoped for, 
yet it was no small political achievement 
to overthrow the Salisbury administra- 
tion, which had been singularly free from 
diplomatic errors and administrative blun- 
ders. Besides, the outgoing ministry was 
backed by the traditions of conservatism 
and greatly helped by the factional fight 
which had been fouglit around the late 
Charles Stewart Parnell. Another con- 
siderable obstacle to Gladstonian success 
was the Protestant Irish sentiment, which 
has neither forgotten nor forgiven his 


disestablishment of the Irish church. 


UVisterism, moreover, had not lost its 
dread of Catholic supremacy, which 
might compel the disgorgement of landed 
estates that have been held by a doubtful 
tenant from the days of James I and 
William III. But the cause of home rule 
was embarrassed by other questions 
which were not yet ripe for development. 
The entente cordiale between the great 
body of Eenglish dissenters and the es- 
tablishment had been sensibly weakened 
during these latter years. This was espe- 
cially true of the various divisions of the 
Wesleyan church, an important factor in 
British politics. From the endowment of 
Maynooth college to the present time, 
the union of church and state, of which 
Mr. Gladstone himself was, in the outset 
of his parliamentary career, a most stren- 
uous advocate, has lost its charm for the 
average Briton. 

There is no great stride from the dises- 
tablishment of the Irish church.and the 
organization of the Free church of Scot- 
land to the denationalization of that grand 
hierarchy with headquarters at York and 
Canterbury. This, of course, will be fol- 
lowed by the exclusion of the peers 
spiritual from the house of lords, and by 
an inevitable sequence the ultimate aboli- 
tion of the upper chamber, with its wool 
sack and its master of the staghounds. 
It is this result which is more feared by 
the conservatism of the three political 
divisions of the empire than the scare- 
crow of home rule for Ireland. This issue 
did not figure in the late campaign, but 
it was an element of strength to the Salis- 
bury ministry, and contributed to the 
striking defection in Midlothian and 
other constituencies where the liberal ma- 
jorities were reduced. 

We grant that the incoming adminis 
tration is a sort of patchwork, reminding 
us ot the old Rockingham ministry, which 
was the veriest piece of political mosaic 
known to British annals. It may be, 
indeed, that the new ministry has se 
oured as short a lease of power as did 
the Rockingham ministry in the reign of 
George III. There are doubtless some 
contingencies, chiefest of which is the bad 
health of Gladstone. If the premier 
breaks down under the strain of his of- 
ficial. engagements, the popular move 
ment may be scotched, but it will again 
go forward under different auspices. 

There will be other appeals to the 
country, nor is it impossible that some 
one of them may take the shape of a 
plebiscitum to be rendered by bullets 
rather than ballots.

In her early days the province of Geor- 
gia was known as a great indigo producer, 
an industry which has passed out of mind 
and memory. One of the great objects of 
the establishment of the colony was the 
culture of silk. The silkworm, for a sea- 
son, engaged the enterprise of the pioneers, 
only to fall to the rear as cotton encroach- 
ed and claimed attention. At various times 
attention was drawn to the cultivation of 
tobacco, the greatest success having been 
met with in Decatur county. A couple of 
years ago a number of farmers in that coun- 
ty determined on a revival of tobacco plant- 
ing. Their work commended itself to the 
state agricultural society, which, however, 
advised farmers not to go outside of the ex- 
perimental stage at present. 


A partial test of the growing of tobacco 
as a money crop vs. cotton was made by 
the Mt. Airy Tobacco Company, Mt. Airy, 
Ga., in 1891, which revealed the fact that 
tobacco could be grown successfully and 
profitably on Georgia soil. This experiment 
created agitation, which resulted in hun- 
dreds of acres being planted in different lo- 
ealities. This season Mr. E. F. Paschal, of 
Tifton, who has had extensive experience, 
both in the culture and manufacture of to- 


} bacco, unhesitatingly says that there can 


now be seen harvested and cured at Griffin 
experiment station, Sparta, Cycloneta and 
Tifton as fine outputs for chewing and 
cigar manufacture as that produced by any 


state in the union, and that one special ad- 


vantage, particularly southern Georgia, has 
over other tobacco-growing districts is the 
adaptability of her soil, altitude and climate 
to the growth of both types, cigar and 


chewing. 


Owing to unusual seasons this year the 


crop will not yield as great returns as it 
would otherwise. First, there was an un- 
usual drought in the early spring, which pre- 
vented early planting, which is very neces 
sary. Then the other extreme in midsum- 
mer, too much rain. All the diseases that 


tobacco is heir to is too much rain, followed 


by excessive sun, causing it to spot, rust 
and burn, which will result in great loss to 
the producer unless provided with the nec- 
essary equipments to meet the requirements 
of the situation. .

“But newspaper men are—” 

“Born, not made, like poets. That's 
right. But many mute, inglorious Miltons 
have lived and gone to their graves for 
the lack of proper training. With enough 
training to get them started their natural 
talent would make it easy sailing for them. 
There are many preliminary points that 
a journalist of twenty years experience can 
give a beginner. 

“How do I begin? I begin by asking the 
student five questions. Then I have him 
to submit me some of his manuscript. I 
can judge of his talent by his manuscript 
and know how to proceed with him. Af- 
terwards I spit his training to his capabil- 
ity. One important thing to teach a stu- 
dent is what is news. An incident that 
some might think comparatively insignifi- 
cant makes a splendid news story some 
times. It is the faculty of recognizing the 
news, and dishing it up in good style that 
makes the newspaper reporter. 

Why, I remember when I was on The 
Sun, I heard a story about the New York 
harbor which impressed me, but I did not 
think of it as news. That night when I 
had finished my work I said, ‘Why, I 
heard a curious story today, and I related 
the harbor story. ‘Why,’ said Mr. Dana 
write  that—that’s news, big news.’

Railroad men here are receiving marked 
copies of The New York Mail and Express, 
which calls on the transportation companies 
to ‘run $1 excursions to the world’s fair 
next year. The railroad officials say that 
Mr. Shepard is “talking through his hat.” 
A fare of $1 for a round trip from points 
1,500 miles from Chicago would be ridieu- 
lous, they say. Rates will be low next 
year. In case of a passenger rate war the 
roads will sell excursion tickets very cheap.

Hence 
the roads want some proſit to protect them 
on the risk. 

Editor Shepard invites some enterpris- 
ing contructor. to agree ta furnish food for 
one werk's time to the great number of 
people who would undoubtedly take advan- 
tage of a $1 ticket at a rate not ex ng 
the army rations, say 25 cents a day for 
three meals. Such an arrangement would 
be cheap * for the passengers but it 
wonll be hard on the contractor. If ex- 
cursionists did not get but 25 cents worth 
of food a day they would go hungry. 

‘Tt is absurd to talk about hauling pas- 
sengers 3,000 miles for $1,” said a passen- 
ger man yesterday.
